UNIVERSITY CBURCH. 


Rev. F. B. Cherrington Discusses the 
Resurrection of Christ. 

University Church was handsomely deco- 
rated and Rev. F. B. Cherrington, who took 
for his text 1 Corithians, xv, 16, 20, deliv- 
ered an able discourse, of which the follow- 
ing is a synopsis: 

Easter Sunday brings the Christian world 
again to the contemplation of that most 
tremendous fact in all history—the resur- 
rection of Christ from the dead. If ‘true at 
all, it is sublimely true. If it is false, it is 
most sadly false. If it is true, it floods all 
our sky with light and ie abow of hope 
over every path of life. If itis false, it 
leaves the midnight blackness of despair 
resting like a pall upon every human ho 

In this fifteenth chapter of First Corin- 
thians Paul deliberately stakes the whole 
issue of Christianity upon the death and 
resurrection of Christ. t us consider it 
as a historical. fact, and examine briefi 
some of the lines of evidence upon whic 
we accept it. We find a series of institu- 
tions in existence which have never been 
accounted for except by admitting the resur- 
rection of Christ. 

First: We find organized Christianity, 
which has been the state religion of the 
most influential nations of Europe since 
A. D., 3%. History shows that one reason 
why Constantine adopted it was that its 
adherents had become so numerous and 
powerful as to at least hold the balance of 
power in the Empire. Going back through 
the successive reigns preceding. Con- 
stantine’s, we find accounts of persecutions 


of Christians unger Trajan, only — Meg 


ears after the crucifixion under Domitian, 
orty-eight years after the death of Christ, 
and under Nero, only thirty-one —4 after 
the crucifixion. This carries us k to the 
time of Paul and John. This line of facts 
overthrows the mythical theory of Strauss, 
because sufficient time had not elapsed for 
the development of myth. The records 
cherished by this organized Christianity ex- 
plain its origin by saying that a little band 
of men, without wealth, learning, civil or 
social position, saw their Master crucified, 
dead and buried; that they afterward met 
Him, talked, ateand lived with Him as their 
risen Lord; and then went forth preaching, 
“Christ Crucified,” “Jesus and the Resur- 
rection,”’ and that men everywhere accepted 
their testimony, and e followers of 
e risen and hence came the o - 
ized body known as the church. ntil 
some «ther more 797 explanation is 
given of the church’s origin, we hold to this. 
Secondly: We find the Lord’s day as an 
ancient institution in the church. John, in 
Revelation, speaks of — in the spirit on 
the Lord's day,“ eviden taking it for 
granted that even at that early date the day 
was widely known among Christians. Fre- 
uent reference is made through the Acts of 
e Apostles and the Episties to the first 
day of the week as one held in peculiar es- 
teem in the church. Independent of tradi- 
tions or later writings, the scriptures them- 
selves amply show that it was so ed 
by the church because it was the day on 
which Christ rose from the dead. Seventy- 
seven years only after the crucifixion Pliny 
wrote to the Emperor that the Christians 
were in the habit of assembling themselves 
on this day and singing hymns to Christ as 
God. The most authentic early writin 
show that the day was observed b e

Thirdly: We find Easter as a church fes-

They Painted His Body as Red as a 
us Sunset.
